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Since  we  blame  the  President 
for  everything  else,  he  has  to  accept 
responsibility  for  cutting  the  number 
of  returns  on  the  Pacifica  poll  by  a 
significant  amount.  At  least  100,  or 
about  1 0%  of  the  respondents,  either 
turned  in  a  Xerox  of  the  poll,  wrote 
it  out  by  hand,  or  commented  that 
they  hated  to  part  with  the  wonder- 
ful caricature  of  Richard  Nixon  on 
the  front  cover  of  the  November 
Folio.  Who  woulda  thought  it?  We 
have  some  of  those  marvelous  pic- 
tures left  over,  and  you're  welcome 
to  a  copy  if  you  come  by  the  station. 

In  spite  of  the  problem  with 
the  President,  about  1000  of  you 
took  the  time  to  answer  the  question- 
naire, and  we  found  out  a  lot  about 
you.  First,  you  live  all  over  the  place. 
Berkeley  and  San  Francisco  subscri- 
bers led  the  pack,  with  roughly  20% 
in  each  city.  Santa  Clara  and  San  Ma- 
teo Counties  were  not  far  behind,  as 
well  as  Contra  Costa,  Marin,  Sono- 
ma and  Napa  Counties  and  the  rest 

of  Alameda  County  produced  high  results,  too;  ranging  from  9%  to  14%  of  the 
total  number  of  respondents. 

Thirty  per  cent  of  you  have  subscribed  for  a  year  or  less.  The  next  largest 
group,  23%,  has  been  with  us  for  one  to  two  years.  But  the  most  surprising  fig- 
ure of  all  is  that  19%  of  you  have  subscribed  for  over  10  years.  A  whopping  53% 
say  they  subscribed  during  regular  broadcasting,  not  as  a  result  of  a  Marathon 
pitch. 

You  are  loners.  Thirty-seven  per  cent  of  you  are  the  only  people  in  your 
homes  who  listen  to  KPFA,  and  we  assume  that's  because  most  of  you  live  alone. 
Almost  50%  share  your  KPFA  listening  with  only  one  other  person.  You  aren't 
wealthy,  either.  Fifty-seven  per  cent  had  incomes  under  $7,500  last  year,  and 
only  20%  made  more  than  $17,500. 

The  average  person  among  you  listens  to  KPFA  about  15  hours  a  week, 
watches  TV  about  four  hours,  reads  for  15  hours  and  listens  to  other  radio  sta- 
tions about  seven  hours.  Thirty-eight  per  cent  either  don't  own  television  sets  or 
never  watch  them.

The  evening  news  got  the  most 
positive    response    of  any   program. 
Eighty-five  per  cent  either  love  it  or 
like  it,  but  fast  on  its  heels  are  clas- 
sical music  and  special  reports,  each 

with  an  84%,  a  strongly  favorable  re- 
sponse. Hanging  in  there  with  better 
than  70%  strong  support  are  live  cov- 
erage,   commentary    and    interviews 
with  phone-ins.  In  the  solid  60%  to 
70%  bracket,  you  chose  recorded  in- 
terviews, morning  and  noon  news,  folk  music  and  morning  readings.  More  than 
50%,  but  less  than  60%  highly  favored  women's  programming,  live  radio  of  all 
kinds,  poetry,  old  radio  theatre  and  reviews  of  the  arts.  Less  than  50%  responded 
with  strong  favorite  votes  for  specialized  programming  like  electronic,  opera, 
rock  and  new  composers.  Third  World  programming  rated  as  high  as  a  50%  re- 
sponse in  the  two  lowest  categories  (I  Turn  It  Off,  or  I  Hate  It).  So,  just  as  we 
promised,  we'll  keep  doing  everything  we're  doing,  try  to  improve  a  good  por- 
tion of  it,  and  work  hard  to  give  you  more  of  the  things  you  like  best. 

We  got  some  very  interesting  responses  in  the  section  that  asked  what  you 
would  like  to  hear  more  and  less  of.  They  added  up  to  more  of  a  sense  of  humor, 
more  intelligence,  less  rhetoric  and  fewer  hours-long  blocks  of  either  talk  or  mu- 
sic or  long  blocks  of  programming  directed  to  very  specialized  audiences.  Well, 
certainly  the  next  question  is,  "So  what  are  we  going  to  do  about  it?"  The  an- 
swer is  try  to  bring  you  more  of  what  you  especially  like  in  times  when  more  of 
you  can  listen.  We  have  made  some  initial  stabs  at  that  in  the  Folio  you  are  hold- 
ing in  your  hand,  and  will  make  more  in  coming  months.  Con't  on  page  2 
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You'll  need  a  road  map  to  get  through  this  month's  Folio,  so  maybe  I  can 
give  you  a  few  hints  to  begin  your  scavenger  hunt  for  little  nuggets  of  gold.  First, 
Roland  Young  moves  from  Saturday  to  Wednesday  afternoon  at  three  o'clock, 
doing  Roland  Young  Condensed  Space.  It  will  be  Roland's  usual  artistic,  creative 
approach  to  radio  as  a  medium  open  to  change,  and  you'll  find  an  evening  ver- 
sion of  the  same  thing  on  Saturday.  There's  a  new  face  in  the  evening,  too.  Doc- 
tor Face,  of  Afternoon  Music  fame,  fills  the  hours  after  the  Boarding  House  on 
Thursday  night  with  another  unique  approach  to  broadcasting.  Later  in  the 
month  Erik  Bauersfeld  joins  the  sundown  team  with  a  weekly  Evening  Reading 
after  Ode  to  Gravity  on  Wednesday  nights.  Alan  Farley's  Film  Festival  festival 
continues  throughout  the  month  after  Ode  to  Gravity,  sometimes  for  a  whole 
hour  and  sometimes  sharing  the  time  with  Erik's  productions  of  high  quality  lit- 
erature. 

Speaking  of  Ode  to  Gravity,  a  program  with  the  same  title,  but  a  little  dif- 
ferent flavor  will  spice  up  your  Saturday  afternoon.  An  old  friend,  Tom  Parkin- 
son, moves  from  a  Friday  morning  spot  (hard  for  students  to  catch),  to  Saturday 
afternoon.  While  you're  checking  those  listings  you'll  notice  a  spate  of  program- 
ming from  our  Archives  on  Saturday  afternoons,  ranging  from  A  Tribute  to  Bil- 
lie  Holliday  to  lectures  by  Aldous  Huxley. 

In  keeping  with  your  request  for  more  humor,  you'll  find  one  Goon  Show, 
a  Firesign  Theatre,  a  program  about  Jokes  and  And  Now  Direct  from  Fairy  God- 
mother Headquarters,  a  spoof  on  other  media  (and  maybe  on  ourselves,  too). 
But  I  won't  tell  you  where  they  are.  You  have  to  look,  because  you  may  well 
come  across  some  other  things  you  won't  want  to  miss.  Like  Judy  Tolson's  doc- 
umentary about  Revenue  Sharing,  Bill  Northwood's  Investigation  of  Hip  Capital- 
ists, or  Bill  Schechner's  examination  of  where  the  media  stand  vis-a-vis  The  Bill 
of  Rights. 


Look  as  hard  as  you  will,  there  are  some  things  you  won't  find  this  month. 
It's  time  to  say  goodbye  to  some  old  friends.  Joe  Belden,  who  has  directed  the 
News,  kept  hundreds  of  volunteers  happy,  produced  some  programs  and  thrown 
some  nice  parties,  has  had  it.  He's  going  away  to  lie  down,  and  when  we  ask  him 
about  future  plans,  he  just  says,  "And  that's  the  news,  good  night."  And  all  we 
can  say  is  "Sweet  dreams,  Joe.  Good  luck  and  please  come  back  often."  (He  al- 
ways said  he  only  took  the  job  because  it  would  feel  so  good  to  stop.)  Jan  Leg- 
nitto,  one  of  our  best  producers  (Off  We  Go,  It  Sounds  Like  Magic,  Women  in 
the  Arts),  has  gone  East.  That's  the  sad  part.  The  happy  part  is  that  she's  a  staff 
member  at  WBAI  in  New  York,  and  though  she's  far  away,  we  hope  to  be  hear- 
ing her  programs  on  a  regular  basis.  Glenn  Howell,  a  faithful  volunteer,  and  a 
sensitive,  articulate  radio  producer,  who  has  contributed  uncounted  (and  un- 
paid) hours  to  Oneness  is  leaving  the  program  to  pursue  some  other  interests 
(hopefully  paid),  and  we're  sorry  to  see  him  go,  but  hope  it  won't  be  for  long. 
Philippe  Scheltema,  from  VPRO,  goes  back  to  Holland  this  month,  but  he  leaves 
many  new  ideas  and  warm  feelings  behind.  And  last,  we  wave  goodbye  to  Chair- 
person Marconi,  whose  identity  we  can  finally  reveal.
